War On Communism 
Appears Cornerstone 
Of Senate Defense 


WASHINGTON UP-Sen. McCar­ 
thy seemed certain today to put 
stress on his “fight against com­ 
munism” as a cornerstone of his 
Senate defense against a move to 
censure him for his conduct. 
The Wisconsin Republican hit on 
this theme time and again during 
a radio-TV interview last night— 
his first personal reply since a 
special Senate committee a week 
ago recommended his censure.

Army Adds 20 More

High Court 
Launches New 
Session Today 


Final Decrees In 
Five Segregation 
Cases Expected 


WASHINGTON (J*-The Supreme 
Court today begins a new term 
that is expected to produce final 
decrees in the five famed public 
school segregation cases. 
Getting an early start on the de­ 
segregation task, the court in a 
pre-term conference set the week 
of Dec. 6 for hearing new argu­ 
ments and reports intended to help 
it determine how and when to order 
school integration into effect. 
The renewed arguments 
were 
requested by the court when it 
declared last May 17 that separa­ 
tion of white and Negro pupils in 
public schools is unconstitutional. 
Final orders putting that decision 
into effect could come early in 
1955, but some lawyers 
predict 
they will be handed down toward 
the end of the present school term. 
The Topeka, Kan., Board of Ed­ 
ucation, defendants in one of the 
five cases decided last May, has 
informed the court it is ending 
segregation “as rapidly as prac­ 
ticable” and no further order by 
the high court is necessary. The 
board said it planned to have all 
segregation ended by September 
1955 and was experiencing “full 
public 
cooperation 
and 
accept­ 
ance.” 
Segregation in the District 
of 
Columbia is being ended rapidly, 
while in Delaware a desegregation 
program has run into some in­ 
tense opposition. 
Virginia and South Carolina, the 
other states directly involved in 
the May decision, apparently con­ 
tinue their official stand against 
integration. 
Besides these five, North Caro­ 
lina, 
Arkansas, Texas, 
Florida, 
Maryland, Tennessee and Oklaho­ 
ma asked permission to take part 
in the December sessions.

Man Suffers Burns 
As Gas Fumes Ignite 
A city man was burned Sunday 
afternoon when fumes from gaso­ 
line he was using to clean clothes 
ignited from a pilot light in a kitch­ 
en gas stove, firemen reported.

Freedom 
Granted In 
‘London Act’ 


Momentous Decision 
Welds Nation Solidly 
In Atlantic Alliance 


LONDON UP— 'Western Europe to­ 
day generally welcomed the mo­ 
mentous decision by the United 
States and her allies to free and 
rearm the 50 million West Ger­ 
mans and weld them solidly with­ 
in the Atlantic alliance against ag­ 
gression. 
Aside from expected leftist op­ 
position, statesmen and newspa­ 
pers voiced prayerful hopes that 
the historic “London Act” signed 
here yesterday by the nine for­ 
eign ministers will be put speedily 
into final treaty form and will win 
quick approval from the hesitant 
French Assembly and other mem­ 
ber parliaments. 
Wasting no time. French Pre­ 
mier Pierre Mendes-France and 
West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer hurried from the con­ 
ference closing to Paris and Bonn 
and began organizing their cam­ 
paigns to win the key ratifications 
from their deputies. 
In a surprise move, the French 
leader called a National Assem­ 
bly session Thursday afternoon to 
hear his report on the 
London 
meeting. The deputies had been on 
vacation 
since 
their 
rejection 
of the European Defense Commu­ 
nity Pact Aug. 30 set off the chain 
of crisis events which culminated 
in yesterday’s agreement. 
Mendes-France 
was 
reported 
“four fifths sure” the Chamber of 
Deputies would approve the sweep­ 
ing new plan to rearm West Ger­ 
many. One high French source said 
the Prem ier would stake his gov­ 
ernment’s life on the outcome by 
making the Assembly vote an issue 
of confidence, something he refused 
to do for EDC. 
Adenauer scheduled a report to 
his Cabinet today and to Parlia­ 
ment tomorrow. None of the par­ 
liaments can act, however, until 
experts incorporate the London 
agreements into treaties for sign­ 
ing, probably late this month. 
In the legislatures of the other 
conference 
nations—Britain, 
the 
United States, Canada, Italy, Bel­ 
gium, the Netherlands and Luxem­ 
bourg—the agreements are expect­ 
ed to have smooth sailing. 
Similar approval is anticipated 
from the other six NATO mem­ 
bers: Norway, Denmark, Turkey, 
Greece, Iceland and Portugal. 
The Communists, as anticipated, 
blasted the parley’s outcome. The 
government-controlled East 
Ger­ 
man radio accused U. S. Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles of using the 
strongest possible pressure and 
blackmail on his allies. 
Adenauer’s chief opposition 
at 
home, the Socialists, stuck to their 
theme that Germany should be 
unified before any alliance with 
the West. Socialist Chairman Erich 
Ollenhauer said the London decla­ 
rations contain nothing calculated 
to unify the divided nation. 
But the general West European 
reaction was summed up by the 
independent Times of London. It 
termed the agreements the “most 
practical and promising 
scheme 
that yet has been devised for build­ 
ing a free Europe in peace and 
security.” 
“The dream of European unity is 
started on the road to reality,*’ 
said Dulles in a statement issued 
as he took off from London for 
Washington. 
“We have built well for the fu­ 
ture of Europe,” said British For­ 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden, the 
organizer of the conference. 
The blueprint pounded out by 
the nine powers in their six-day 
meeting calls for an end to the

Th e secret o f representativ e demo cracy ’s su c­ 
cess in a wo rld wh o se au th o ritarians alway s 
h av e wanted it to fail was demo nstrated in th e 
pu blic career o f Ro bert L. Do u gh to n, th e fo rmer 
No rth Caro lina co ngressman died Friday at 
th e age o f 90. 
Do u gh to n’s pu blic career began in 1908 wh en 
h e was elected to th e No rth Caro lina legislatu re. 
He came to Wash ingto n in th e 62nd Co ngress 
in 1911 and piled u p senio rity at a rate th at 
made h im th e ch airman o f th e po werfu l Way s 
and Means Co mmittee fro m 1933 u ntil h is re­ 
tirement 20 y ears later. 
It was co nceded by members o f bo th parties 
th at Rep. Do u gh to n carried mo re kno w-h o w 
abo u t tax legislatio n in h is h ead th an any o th er 
member o f Co ngress. No t o nly was h e wise in 
th e way s o f tax atio n, bu t h e po ssessed a stu b­ 
bo rn integrity th at made h im th e despair o f th e 
h igh -po wered refo rmers wh o h ad a field day in 
Wash ingto n fro m 1933 to th e beginning o f Wo rld 
War II. 
He earned th e nickname o f “Mu ley ” by re­ 
fu sing to be bu dged wh en h e th o u gh t h e was 
righ t. Alth o u gh th e era o f h is reign o v er tax 
matters was marked by h u ge deficits, it also 
was marked by tax rev enu e bey o nd th e wild­ 
est ex pectatio ns o f bu dget ex perts. Do u gh to n de­ 
serv ed mo st o f th e credit. Wh en th ere was a 
h ard jo b to do , h e knew h o w to do it becau se 
h e h ad learned in th e h ard sch o o l o f ex perience. 
Th at is th e secret o f representativ e demo c­ 
racy , wh ich draws o n th e reso u rces o f all th e 
peo ple all th e time fo r do ing all th e th ings 
th at need to be do ne. 


Red Army Defectio ns Are Dry ing Up

Th e flo w o f So v iet Army defec­ 
to rs into West Germany h as dried 
u p to th e v anish ing po int, h andling 
th e United States a sh arp co ld war 
pro paganda setback. 
In th e po stwar y ears u ntil 1953 
Red Army defecto rs su rged o v er 
th e East-West German fro ntier by 
th e h u ndreds. Uno fficial estimates 
place th e nu mber o f defecto rs du r­ 
ing th is perio d at u p to 1,000 an­ 
nu ally . 
Beginning in 1953, h o wev er, th is 
bu sy traffic slacked o ff abru ptly . 
So far th is y ear fewer th an two 
do zen Red Army defecto rs h av e 
appeared in W’est Germany . A So ­ 
v iet defecto r h as beco me a prize 
catch . 
Th e reaso n is no t h ard to find. 
Once in West Germany , Red Army 
defecto rs were ru n th ro u gh intel­ 
ligence interro gatio n mills, being 
squ eezed dry like lemo ns. Th en 
th ey w’ere pu sh ed o u t to sh ift fo r 
th emselv es. 
Mo st o f th em wo u nd u p liv ing 
o ff ch arity in ramsh ackle bar­ 
racks. U.S. o fficials, with th e in­

ended, 
tend to wash th eir h ands o f th e 
defecto rs. 
Th ey 
th en 
beco me 
ch arges o f th e 
Germans, 
wh o , 
with a refu gee pro blem o f th eir

gees. 
Th is is th e situ atio n o f th e small- 
fry defecto rs—th e priv ates, co rp­ 
o rals, sergeants and

Ko kh lo v , th e MVD captain sent 
to West Germany to assassinate a 
Ru ssian e m i g r e 
leader,

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Robert L. Doughton 


The secret of representative democracy’s suc­ 
cess in a world whose authoritarians always 
have wanted it to fail was demonstrated in the 
public career of Robert L. Doughton, the former 
North Carolina congressman died Friday at 
the age of 90. 
Doughton’s public career began in 1908 when 
he was elected to the North Carolina legislature. 
He came to Washington in the 62nd Congress 
in 1911 and piled up seniority at a rate that 
made him the chairman of the powerful Ways 
and Means Committee from 1933 until his re­ 
tirement 20 years later. 
It was conceded by members of both parties 
that Rep. Doughton carried more know-how 
about tax legislation in his head than any other 
member of Congress. Not only was he wise in 
the ways of taxation, but he possessed a stub­ 
born integrity that made him the despair of the 
high-powered reformers who had a field day in 
Washington from 1933 to the beginning of World 
War II. 
He earned the nickname of “Muley” by re­ 
fusing to be budged when he thought he was 
right. Although the era of his reign over tax 
m atters was marked by huge deficits, it also 
was marked by tax revenue beyond the wild­ 
est expectations of budget experts. Doughton de­ 
served most of the credit. When there was a 
hard job to do, he knew how to do it because 
he had learned in the hard school of experience. 
That is the secret of representative democ­ 
racy, which draws on the resources of all the 
people all the time for doing all the things 
that need to be done. 


Merger Mystery 


The Justice Department’s opinion that merg­ 
er of Bethlehem Steel and Youngstown Sheet 
Sc Tube Co. would be in violation of existing 
anti-trust laws has deepened the merger mys­ 
tery. 
No one knows how it is going to be solved. 
Even the Justice Department is in the dark. 
Attorney General Brownell has a special com­ 
mittee studying anti-trust laws and expects it 
to submit a report to the 84th Congress. 
The mystery is what is going to become of 
the fundamental laws of economic determinism 
if they can be blacked by anti-trust legislation 
that has no direct bearing on modern problems 
of competitive enterprise. 
If the Justice Department could forestall a 
merger held to be desirable by giving an opinion 
that it would be illegal, does its opinion take 
precedence over the opinion that it would be 
economically desirable? 
The board chairman of Bethlehem Steel. Eu­ 
gene Grace, indicates that the economic desir­ 
ability of the proposed merger is an overriding 
factor. 
J. L. Mauthe, president of Youngstown Sheet 
Sc Tube, points out that the merger would in­ 
crease competition, not destroy It, and suggests 
the answer may be given in the courts. 
The ultimate answer, however, will have to 
be given in Congress, which must decide some 
day whether or not the Sherman Anti-Trust Act 
and the Clayton Act are still applicable to the 
U. S. economy. 


Cpl. Batchelor Gets Life 


Some of his countrymen who are willing to sit 
in harsh judgment on their fellowmen may have 
misgivings about a life sentence for Cpl. Claude 
Batchelor, one of the enlisted men who collab­ 
orated with the Communists in Korea after be­ 
ing taken prisoner. 
Granted that the things Batchelor did were 
unworthy of an American soldier and he must 
be punished for them, it then needs to be granted 
that this young man who had been in the U. S. 
Army from the age of 16 lacked the background 
for well rounded citizenship. 
He had no schooling. He had no means of 
knowing what he would be up against as a 
prisoner of the Communists. He had never been 
given the benefit of the anti-indoctrination train­ 
ing the Pentagon now believes will be neces­ 
sary if American soldiers are to resist Com­ 
munist “brain washing.” 
In effect, it was this young man’s tough luck 
to be in uniform in Korea under circumstances 
that made his collaboration with his captors 
almost inevitable. Gen. Dean was willing to tes­ 
tify in behalf of another officer accused of col­ 
laborating that he, himself, lacked the mental 
resources to resist the “brain-washing” tactics 
of his Communist captors. 
Cpl. Batchelor is an example of something 
that must not be allowed to happen in the U.S. 
Army. The trouble is he also is an example of 
something that did happen long before he be­ 
came a befuddled prisoner of the Chinese Com­ 
munists in Korea.

Propaganda Setback

Red Army Defections Are Drying Up 


BONN 
The flow of Soviet Army defec­ 
tors into West Germany has dried 
up to the vanishing point, handling 
the United States a sharp cold war 
propaganda setback. 
In the postwar years until 1953 
Red Army defectors surged over 
the East-West German frontier by 
the hundreds. Unofficial estimates 
place the number of defectors dur­ 
ing this period at up to 1,000 an­ 
nually. 
Beginning in 1953, however, this 
busy traffic slacked off abruptly. 
So far this year fewer than two 
dozen Red Army defectors have 
appeared in West Germany. A So­ 
viet defector has become a prize 
catch. 
The reason is not hard to find. 
Once in West Germany, Red Army 
defectors were run through intel­ 
ligence interrogation mills, being 
squeezed dry like lemons. Then 
they wTere pushed out to shift for 
themselves. 
Most of them wound up living 
off charity in 
ramshackle bar­ 
racks. U.S. officials, with the in­ 
telligence 
interrogations 
ended, 
tend to wash their hands of the 
defectors. 
They 
then 
become 
charges of the 
Germans, 
who, 
with a refugee problem of their 
own, are not enthusiastic 
about 
looking after somebody else’s refu­ 
gees. 
This is the situation of the small- 
fry defectors—the privates, corp­ 
orals, sergeants and 
lieutenants. 
Soviets of the caliber of Nikolai 
Kokhlov, the MVD captain sent 
to West Germany to assassinate a 
Russian 
e m i g r e 
leader, 
are 
whisked to the United States amid 
great fanfare. 


TREATMENT GIVEN the spe­ 
cial cases has led many Ameri­ 
cans to conclude most Soviet de­ 
fectors are accorded similarly gen­ 
erous treatment. This, however, is, 
regrettably, not the case. 
Interviews with a 
number 
of 
these cast-off defectors revealed 
that they are embittered men who 
are almost as resentful of the raw 
deal they feel they have received 
in the West as they are of the 
tyranny of the Soviet regime. 
An ex-Red Army senior lieuten­ 
ant declared: 
“Truly, we are the living dead. 
We have no place to go. We can’t 
go back. The United States won’t 
have us. Other nations tell us 
that if we are unwanted in the 
United States, they have no place 
for us either. We can’t even get 
a job in Germany, because we 
would be taking jobs away from 
Germans.” 
American officials explain that 
most of 
the 
rejected 
defectors 
have some security 
blemish 
on 
their record which prevents them 
from being admitted to the United 
States. 
The defectors argue, however, 
that the Voice of America and 
other western propaganda 
chan­ 
nels, in encouraging Red 
Army 


troops to desert, never take the 
trouble to explain that most of 
them will probably be rejected for 
admission to the United States. 
This argument is academic. The 
point is that the grapevine picks 
up the story of each defector. If 
he winds up destitute, as most 
of them do, the word quickly 
reaches Red Army troops in the 
defector’s old unit in East Ger­ 
many. Any of the defector’s bud­ 
dies who might have had ideas 
about defecting quickly c a n c e l 
them. 


THE WORD HAS by now spread 
through Red Army ranks in the 
Soviet zone that if you 
are 
a 
simple soldier, 
you 
had 
better 
stay put. There’s no place for you 
in the West. Only the big-shot of­ 
ficers can afford to hazard flight. 
American 
officials 
display 
a 
singularly hardboiled attitude 
in 
discussing the defector problem— 
which, they insist, isn’t a problem 
at all. They admit that drying-up 
of the defector stream has been 
a hard propaganda blow for the 
West, particularly the U n i t e d 
States. But they contend that no­ 
body really invited the defectors 
to the West in the first place. 
United States propaganda broad­ 
casts, they continue, merely seek 
to inform the Iron Curtain popu­ 
lations how bad are conditions in 
the East and how good they are 
in the West, without 
suggesting 
that the oppressed might want to 
come over and sample some of 
the freedom in the West. 
As one State Department offi­ 
cial phrased it, “ we need resists 
ance workers in the 
East, 
not 
bodies in the West.” 
This, of course, is a sound argu­ 
ment—if it is possible to persuade 
individual 
Iron Curtain 
citizens 
that, in the long run, they will 
be better off remaining in their 
home countries opposing the re­ 
gime there than in fleeing to the 
West. 


IT IS PROVING difficult, as the 
problem of the Red Army defec­ 
tors proves, however, to sustain 
enthusiasm for what promises to 
be a long struggle. If a Red Army 
soldier cannot flee to the West 
when he gets the chance, he is in­ 
clined to reconcile himself to mak­ 
ing the best of his present life 
and to discount what he hears on 
western propaganda broadcasts — 
if. indeed, he still bothers to listen. 
The dilemma over what to do 
with low-level red army defectors 
has not only handed the West a 
cold war propaganda setback. It 
has also hampered the operations 
of American intelligence agencies, 
which leaned heavily on the stream 
of ordinary Red Army defectors to 
fill out the intelligence mosaic of 
what is occurring behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
Nikolia K o k h l o v 
and Yrui

ing support” that goes far be­ 
yond just publishing their adver­ 
tisements. 
Results of the survey were de­ 
scribed by newspaper advertising 
executives as “the greatest news­ 
paper story ever told.’’ 
It shows, they said, that news­ 
papers throw a veritable army of 
their own personnel into the cam­ 
paign to help “put across” nation­ 
ally advertised products. 
These thousands of 
newspaper 
advertising representatives, 
a 11 
across the country, will contact lo­ 
cal retailers everywhere to t e l l 
them of the product, help get distri. 
bution, 
arrange 
special window 
and counter displays, plan t i e-in 
advertising, and maintain a watch 
on the effectiveness of the sales 
effort. 


THEY WILL also send out tens 
of thousands of cards and letters 
to dealers in their respective are­ 
as, informing them of the dates for 
the campaign and advising them 
of how they can best take advan­ 
tage of the advertising. 
Some months ago, questionnaires 
on their individual methods of 
“merchandising support” w e r e 
sent to 664 newspapers h a v i n g 
membership in the NAEA. Answers 
were received from 632. represent­ 
ing every important market in the 
United States and Canada and 76 
per cent of the total daily news­ 
paper circulation in the two coun­ 
tries. 
“As remarkable as the 
return 
was, the story we now have to tell 
is even more remarkable.” t h e 
chairman of NAEA’s committee on 
sales development and research 
reported. 
On the basis of the 632 responses 
to its questionnaire, the associa­ 
tion was able to compute for the 
first time the strength of 
local 
merchandising support which a na­ 
tional advertiser receives from the 
newspapers. 
If the manufacturer of a product 
sold in grocery and drugstores un­ 
dertook a major advertising cam­ 
paign in those 632 newspapers, this 
is what would happen: 
Advertising representatives 
on 
534 of those papers would make a 


total of 11.885 personal calls on 
dealers in their local areas, to tell 
them about the campaign and the 
product, see that it was available, 
and arrange for it to be well dis­ 
played. 
Again, 625 of the papers would 
immediately get in touch with a 
total of 13,846 grocery and drug­ 
stores, to urge them to feature the 
product in their own individual adp 
vertisements. 
From 590 of those newspapers 
| would go a total of 92,875 cards or 
letters, informing grocery markets 
and drugstores in their areas of 
the advertising campaign and list- 
! ing the dates when it would be 
most effective to feature the ad­ 
vertised product. 
Representatives of 394 newspa­ 
pers would go out to tell the sales 
staffs of brokers and distributors 
how best they can promote sale of 
the product. 


BULLETINS would be sent out 
by 182 of the papers to the retail 
trade, publicizing the campaign, 
and these regularly circulated bul­ 
letins reach a total of 620,879 out­ 
lets every month. 
Finally, the survey showed, 505 
of the newspapers would make a 
“distribution check” at the start of 
the campaign, to make sure retail­ 
ers were stocking the product; 482 
would follow up with a check on 
results at the close of the cam­ 
paign. 
In all, 575 newspapers would 
supply the advertiser with the kind 
of data he needed to plan his sales 
effort in the respective markets. 
“While we chose as a hypotheti­ 
cal example a product which would 
be sold through drug and grocery 
outlets, this demonstrates 
t h a t 
newspapers can and do give a tre­ 
mendous extra push to any nation­ 
ally advertised product,” said Paul 
Elsberry, president of the Ameri­ 
can 
Association 
of 
Newspaper 
Representatives. 
“The results prove that newspa­ 
pers put a tremendous selling tool 
at the service of their advertis- 
I ers,” he added. 
A summary of the survey is be­ 
ing 
distributed 
today 
to 
6,000 
firms which advertise nationally, 
1,500 advertising agencies, and to 
local wholesalers and jobbers by 
hundreds of newspapers in t h e 
U. S. and Canada.

Legislators Face Showdown On Subpenas 


By David Lawrence 


According to figures gathered by 
Keep America Beautiful, it costs 
the U. S. $30,000,000 annually to 
clean up the litter strewn along 
highways and in parks by untidy 
people. 


Former President Truman now 
may have to be called before the 
Senate Committee on 
Rules — 
which is studying congressional 
committee methods — to explain 
why he refused to honor a sub­ 
pena from the committee on Un- 
American Activities of the House 
of Representatives in connection 
with the alleged treason of Harry 
Dexter White. 
Associate Justice Clark of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
may have to be summoned before 
the same committee to explain 
why he declined an invitation to 
discuss acts that occurred during 
the 12 years he was in the De­ 
partment of Justice, four of them 
as attorney general. He refused the 
invitation of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee of the House last year when 
it was investigating scandals in the 
Department of Justice. He also re­ 
fused a subpena by the H o u s e 
Committee on Un-American Activ­ 
ities last year. 
Can Messrs. Truman and Clark 
“obstruct 
legislative 
processes” 
and be immune from contempt pro­ 
ceedings while Sen. McCarthy is to 
be censured not for declining to 
honor a subpena but merely for re­ 
fusing an “invitation” to testify? 
The testimony originally sought 
from Justice Clark had no relation­ 
ship to any cases or proceedings 
before the Supreme Court, and he 
still is as much subject to a sum­ 
mons by the legislative branch of 
the government to explain past 
acts as he is by the executive 
branch, if for instance, anything 
is ever found to be wrong about 
his income taxes. 
Is a former president and is a 
former attorney general to be re­ 
garded as exempt from cross-ex­ 
amination by a congressional com­ 
mittee while, as in the gase of Sen. 
McCarthy, a member of the Sen­ 
ate has to submit to interrogation 
on acts that occurred either be­ 
fore he came to the Senate or pri­ 
or to his current term? 


ONE CAN ALMOST hear some 
counterpart of the Watkins com­ 
mittee writing about the refusals to 
testify by Messrs. Truman a n d 
Clark: 
“This is a continuing government 
. . . the mere reading of the tes­ 
timony by J. Edgar Hoover in the 
case of Harry Dexter White and by 
other witnesses before the House 
committee investigating tax scan­ 
dals makes it clear that the con­ 
duct of these officials who were the 
responsible officers in charge are 
under inquiry. 
“These men ov'e it to Congress 
to testify if the dignity, honor and 
authority of the Congress are to be 
maintained. When persons in high 
places fail to set and meet high 
standards by refusing to give their 
own government information need­ 
ed 
to 
prevent 
recurrences 
of 
wrong doing, the people lose faith, 
and if our people lose faith, our 
government cannot long endure.” 
What also shall be done now 
with the case of Sen. Langer, who 
is chairman of the Senate Judici­ 
ary Committee? If the Watkins 
committee report is logically to be 
followed when it says it has the 
power to punish a senator for any 
act committed whether in this term 
or prior thereto, then the Senate 
may have before it for reconsid­ 
eration the case described recent­ 
ly in the Congressional Record as 
follows: 
“ Langer was elected seantor on 
Nov. 5, 1940. On Jan. 3, 1941, he 
was permitted to take his seat 
‘without prejudice’ either to him- 
cpH n r the Spnate. H is credentials 


' were later turned over to the Com­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, 
j which considered the case for over 
i a year. On Jan. 29, 1942, the ccm- 


j mittee reported, with the majority 
recommending that inasmuch as 
the charge of ‘moral turpitude had 
been proven beyond all reasonable 
I doubt,* the ‘integrity of the United 
; States Senate be upheld by deny­ 
ing William Langer the right to be 
a United States senator from the 
State of North Dakota.’ . . . 


“TWO ALLEGED ACTS of cor­ 
ruption apparently involving Lan­ 
ger particularly disturbed the com­ 
mittee: A lawyer for the Great 
Northern Railway, it was charged, 
paid Langer $25,000 for stock in 
some 
Mexican 
lands 
(already 
expropriated) after the railway’s 
! taxes were cut $150,000 a year; 
Attorney 
Gregory 
Brunk, 
after j 
profiting handsomely in North Da­ 
kota country bonds, paid Langer, ; 
the committee asserted, $56,800 for 
dust bowl lands the former h a d 
never seen.” 
The Senate ignored its commit­ 
tee’s advice and, by a vote of 52 to 
30, upheld Sen. Langer’s right to 
his seat. One of the moving con­ 
siderations was that what hap­ 
pened, whether right or wrong, oc­ 
curred ’ before the senator was 
elected to the Senate for his then 
current term. 
Sen. McCarthy’s right to his 
seat could have been challenged 
on Jan. 2, 1953, at the opening of | 
the 
present 
Congress, 
if 
t h e 
charges about his income taxes 
had then been brought forth for 
inquiry. But they were not, though 
the same senators who are making 
the censure charges now were 
present in the Senate. 
In the case of Sen. Simmons, a 
resolution of expulsion was sub­ 
mitted 
charging 
that 
he 
had 
used his official influence for pri­ 
vate monetary gain. On July 14. 
1862, a Senate committee reported ' 


that his conduct was “highly im­ 
proper.” 
Tile Senate refused to act on the 
ground 
that 
“such 
punishment 
would be liable to that objection to 
which all post facto laws are just­ 
ly subject — Congress had not 
passed a law making illegal con­ 
duct such as that of Simmons until 
after that senator’s offensive ac­ 
tions had occurred.” 


NEVER BEFORE has the refus­ 
al of a senator to* testify before 
a congressional committee b e e n 
deemed an offense subject to cen­ 
sure. 
Likewise, never have inquiries 
into personal transactions of a 
member of Congress occurring be­ 
fore the current term of a mem­ 
ber been subject to censure. Nor 
has there ever been a case where 
a senator has been censured, as in 
the instance of McCarthy, when, in 
a public statement by the Depart­ 
ment 
of Justice, he has been 
cleared of any law violation. 
It is knowTn also that the Internal 
Revenue Service, under the pre­ 
ceding Democratic and the present 
Republican administration, has not 
found anything fradulent in con­ 
nection with his income taxes or 
the receipts of funds for his fight 
against Communism. 
There is a persistent effort nev­ 
ertheless to smear the Wisconsin 
senator by a censure motion based 
primarily on his refusal to accept 
an invitation to testify before a 
committee whose validity he ques­ 
tioned. He did state repeatedly 
that he would honor a subpena but 
it wras never issued. 
If precedents mean anything, the 
legal case against the Wisconsin 
senator stands on flimsy ground. 
Chairman Watkins, however, arbi­ 
trarily refused to permit the Mc­ 
Carthy lawyer to introduce such 
precedents, 
and 
the 
committee 
rendered its adverse verdict just 
the same. 
Law Enforcement

In Saudi Arabia, which includes 
most of the Arabian peninsula, the 
authorities have a drastic idea 
about handling reckless drivers. 
They convert them into wreck- 
less drivers if they die trying— 
the drivers. A government decree 
says any driver who causes an ac­ 
cident that results in death will be 
executed, regardless of who he is. 
If the accident is non-fatal, t h e 
driver is cooled off in the pokey 
for a year and never permitted to 
drive again. 
Here is the old argument about 
severity of punishment—whether 
or not it is a deterrent to wrong­ 
doing. Actually, it never was sev­ 
erity of punishment that cooled off 
would-be criminals so much as it 
was certainty of punishment. And 
that will continue to be true. 
The trouble with traffic law en­ 
forcement, as all of us can testify, 
is spottiness. It has been proved 
again and again in the U n i t e d 
States that traffic hazards dimin­ 
ish in direct ratio to certainty of 
enforcement. In reverse, it has 
been proved just as conclusively 
that traffic hazards increase in di­ 
rect ratio to lack of enforcement. 
But there wouldn’t be e n o u g h 
money in the country to hire 
enough law enforcers to do the job 
right. The only solution to the prob­ 
lem, therefore, in a country that 
believes in the dignity of the in­ 
dividual is , personal law enforce­ 
ment. There is an interesting test 
anyone can give himself to deter­ 
mine where he stands. 


It is to see a stop sign on an 
untraveled country road late at 
night with no one else in sight 
and learn what happens. 
It is to come to a 
stop sign in 
broad 
daylight with 
nothing in 
sight and see what happens. 
It is to come to a traffic light 
in the country in the middle 
of 
the night with a clear view, no­ 
thing in sight anywhere, the light 
still against you and learn what 
happens. 
It is to brush the fender of a 
parked car, with no witnesses to 
the mishap, and find out w h a t 
happens. 
It is to pass up a couple of signs 
warning you to take it easy be­ 
cause of something unknown that 
lies ahead and see what happens. 
It is to need a parking place 
with none in sight except a spot 
in front of a fireplug in a neigh­ 
borhood where no policemen are 
likely to be nosing around and to 
see what happens then. How did 
the 
personal 
law 
enforcement 
work? 
The only thing that makes it 
possible for millions of us to drive 
automobiles without a rate of carn­ 
age so ghastly it would cause the 
automobile to be outlawed, which 
is the virtual effect of the decree 
in Saudi Arabia, is personal law 
enforcement. 


Once Over

The Processed Paul Revere 


The National Security Council recently got a 
laugh when its director read a satiric paper on 
what would have happened to The Gettysburg 
Address if it had ever had to go through the 
processings of bureaucratic procedure. It set 
us to thinking about Paul Revere’s famous “one, 
if by land, and two, if by sea” message, had 
it been handled through modern procedures. We 
imagined Revere talking ov$r his plan with 
Joseph Warren: 
Revere — If the British march by land or sea 
tonight Robert Newman will hang a lantern from 
the belfry of old North Church, one, if by land, 
and two. if by sea. 
Warren — Let us check this for bugs. I as­ 
sume Newman has top clearance. 
Revere — Top 
clearance to 
belfries 
and 
towers, sir. 
Warren — What is his lantern-hanging back­ 
ground? 
Revere — The files show a high rating for this 
work and he has had experience in the old 
North Church tower. 
Warren — It might be better procedure, in 
view of the crisis, to choose another tower, just 
in case his current tower is known to the ag­ 
gressor. 


Revere — Incidentally, I have called this 
whole plan the EMVF. 
Warren — What do those letters stand for? 
Revere — Every Middlesex Village and Farm. 
Warren — I prefer calling it the “LMCAYSH” 
of Listen My Children And You shall Hear’* 
operation. But let us analyze the whole setup 
carefully and avoid editorial blasts in case of 
failure. Taking this plan apart, in the event of 
either naval or army aggression, would a single 
pair of lanterns be commensurate with the dang­ 
er to the state? One lantern might go out and 
you know what the opposition would say. 
Revere — I had given some thought to a 
cluster of lanterns. And the message could be 
amended to read, “ three if by land and four or 
five if by sea.” I suppose. 
Warren — I want the American people to feel 
we have always taken them into our confidence. 
Let’s make it a half dozen lanterns if by land 
and a baker’s dozen if by sea. 
Revere — Very well. I must hasten now to 
the opposite shore to get booted and spurred as 
provided in the directive. 
Warren — Let us process this whole Operation 
Middlesex further. Are we not inviting disaster 
by having but one Paul Revere? Suppose some­ 
thing happens to you before the signals go up. 
This may be a situation where, instead of de­ 
pending on you alone, we should put the entire 
m atter of lantern lights in the hands of a com­ 
mittee . . . possible a Council On Signal Inter­ 
pretation and Alarm Sounding. This calls for 
team work. 
Revere — I suppose my word to Newton leaves 
an element of risk and we should perhaps put it 
in writing, arranging for mimeographing and 
for filing. We can’t afford failure. 
Warren — No indeed. I can see the headlines 
“Poor Planning Nullifies Defense Plan. Lack 
of Coordination and Written Orders May Bring 
Demand For Probe.’* 
(They consult their watches and discover they 
should consult calendars. Six weeks have elaps­ 
ed. Concord and Lexington have met with dis­ 
aster. Revere’s horse has died. Nobody knows 
who has the lanterns, but it is suspected the 
opposition politicians have them) 
Revere (sadly) — Well, this means demand 
for our resignations and one of those big in­ 
vestigations. . .one if by executive session, two 
if by public hearing! 


With both the Republicans and Democrats

Ives and “Jackpot” Harriman?

Wall­ 
paper murals may enhance t i n y 
rooms. Embossed plastic wall cov­ 
erings in stone, straw or burlap 
look like the real thing. 
Floor fun can begin with excit­ 
ing tiles in cork. leather, linoleum, 
parquet, clay and vinyl.

But there is a lot of encourage­ 
ment in the prevailing do-it-your­ 
self activities among home handy­ 
men. Becoming more conscious of 
good building and equipment prac 
tices, we all are more likely to 
see to it that our homes are kept 
more fire safe. 
Half of all the fires that attacked 
400,000 ^omes in this country in the 
past year could have been p r e- 
vented simply by “ good engineer­ 
ing,’’ says the National Fire Pro­ 
tection Assn.

Common Structural 
Hazards Must Be 
Checked Carefully

Ever wake up at night and smell 
smoke? It’s one way to have your 
sleep ruined, even after you shuffle 
around in slippers and find the 
smoke comes from a neighbor’s 
smoldering barbecue or rubbish 
pile. 
It doesn’t sooth your nerves any 
to read the news in connection with 
Fire Prevention Week that f i r e 
losses are increasing constantly 
and that most of the 12,000 per­ 
sons who die in fires every year in 
this country are women and chil­ 
dren in their own homes. 
But there is a lot of encourage­ 
ment in the prevailing do-it-your­ 
self activities among home handy­ 
men. Becoming more conscious of 
good building and equipment prac­ 
tices, we all are more likely to 
see to it that our homes are kepi 
more fire safe. 
Half of all the fires that attacked 
400,000 Jpomes in this country in the 
past year could have been p r e- 
vented simply by “good engineer­ 
ing,’’ says the National Fire Pro­ 
tection Assn. This “good engineer­ 
ing’’ refers to four common struc­ 
tural hazards which have to do 
with (I) heating plants, (2) chim­ 
neys, (3) roofs, and (4) wiring sys­ 
tems. 
Common sense elimination of 
these structural h a z a r d s obvi­ 
ously could save thousands of lives 
and quickly put the rising curve of 
fire losses into a tailspin. 
Here is a summary of the asso­ 
ciation’s suggestions, which could 
be tacked up over your w o r k 
bench until you attend to them: 
1.—Heating plant — Make sure 
that this is set on a substantial 
base, well away from walls. Wood 
floors and nearby walls or parti­ 
tions should be fire protected. 
Joists above the furnace should be 
fire-protected with gypsum plas­ 
ter, gypsum wallboard, or s o m e 
similar fire - resistant material 
Keep smoke pipes visible through­ 
out their length, including t h e i r 
point of entry into the chimney. 
2.—The Chimney — This should 
be built solidly from the ground 
up. It should not depend for its 
support on any wooden construc­ 
tion, nor should it be used to sup­ 
port any part of your house. Chim­ 
ney flues should be lined and the 
thickness of chimney walls should 
be about 8 inches. Clean a chim­ 
ney at least once a year.
